DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The proposed amendment raises several new issues that would require further 
search and consideration. For example, proposed claim 1 newly requires "a perforate 
interior wall located within the chamber, the perforate wall substantially flat" and claim 6 
newly requires that the elastic wall be "sealed at a mounting position on the rigid wall". 

2. Also, the proposed amendment would cause claim 4 to depend from a canceled 
claim.
